IS IN PROSPECT 


BODIES OF F-4 MEN: 
THOUGHT TO HAVE 
BEEN DESTROVED 


Board Investigating Submarine 
‘ Hulk Has Found No Trace 
of Them. 


GREAT HOLES IN VESSEL 


Mass of Debris ‘in Wreck May 
Cover Some of Crew That 
Went Down in Vessel. 


HONOLULU, T. H., Aug. 31.—The hulk 
of the submarine F-4, lost in Honolulu 
Harbor March 25, with her crew of 7 
men, and raised and placed in dry dock 
yesterday, ‘lies exposed to view today, 
the work of pumping out the dry dock 
and raising the shattered and torn sub- 
marine from the waters of the harbor 


having been completed in the night. 

No trace of the bodies of the crew has 
been discovered, nor has the examina- 
tion thus far made thrown any light on 
the cause of the accident. 

The F-4 lies on her starboard side in 
the dry dock. When the examining 
board, composed of Rear Admiral C. J. 
Bousch, Lieutenant-Commander Julius 
A. Furer and Lieut. Kirby RP. Critten- 
den, entered the vessel thev found the 
starboard side and bottom filled with 
debris, battery plates and some sand 
and mud. - 

If any bodies remain in the F-4 they 

are underneath the debris. Doubt is ex- 
pressed, however, if any will be found, 
for the great holes torn in the subma- 
rine, only part of which were protected 
by mats during the months of raising 
operations, allowed the marine creatures 
with which the waters of Hawaii swarm, 
to enter and it is believed probable that 
the bodies of the crew have been de- 
stroyed. 
In addition to the gaping holes in the 
stern Of the submarine, a big hole has 
been torn in the forward part. The in- 
vestigating board has not yet definitely 
ascertained whether it was this that 
caused the loss of the vessel or whether 
the hole was torn in the hull fn the lift- 
ing ‘operations.

“VANITY BOXES” FOR SOLDIERS 


U. S. Troops Will Carry Adhesive 


, Plaster .and Foot Powder. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 31.—*‘Vanity 
boxes” are to be furnished United States 
soldiers to carry adhesive plaster and 
powder for the feet. A suggestion that 
these boxes be made part of the equip- 
ment of the soldier was made months 
ago and a favorable report has result- 
ed from experiments. The _ soldiers 
dubbed them ‘vanity boxes.” The 
“vanity box” is in the form of a pouch, 
designed by Capt. James D. Taylor, 
Seventh Infantry. It is 8% inches long 
by 4 inches in width. 


Commanding officers believe that the 
plaster and powder pouch will be a de- 
cided acquisition to the equipment of the 
soldier. It will make ![t possible to treat 
sore feet of the enlisted men on the 
march.

EXPLOSION KILLS | 
MAN AND WRECKS 


Occupants of Rooming Houses 
Near Saloon at 314 Market 
Street Blown From Beds. 


FIRE FOLLOWS BLAST 


Police Hold . Saloon Keeper 
Pending Inquiry—Merrell Drug 
Co. Damaged $5000. 


A violent explosion tn the saloon of 
Philip Cron, 314 Market street, at 1:3 
o’clock this morning, demolished the 
three-story building in which the sa- 
loon was ‘located, almost wrecked an 
adjoining building and shattered 
dows for two blocks. The body 
man Was found in the debris this 
ing. 

Occupants of rooming houses near by 
were thrown from their beds by the 
force of the explosion, and a policeman 
standing at Fourth and Walnut streets. 
a block and a half away, was knocked 
down. 

The dead tnan was identified at the 
morgue as that of Abraham Gelt, a junk 
dealer, of 2604 Thomas street. 

Cron, Who was at his home, 2827 Whit- 
tier street, was taken to headquarters 
by the police. 

The building was razed. Fire followed 
the explosion and swept over the debris, 
charring it, and burning Gelt’s body so 
that it could not be recognized. He was 
identified by a junk dealer’s license plate 
and a license receipt. 


Merrell Drug Co, Damaged. 
The damage caused by the explosion 
extended to buildings on both sides of 
Market street in the 300 block and to 
buildings on Fourth street near Market 
street. The Merrell Drug Co. at Fourth 
and Market streets was damaged $5000, 
according to estimates »of cfficers. 
The wrecked building adjoins “Para- 
dise Alley,’”’ where about 200 négroes 
and white persons live. They were badly 
frightened.

The upper floors of thé saloon. build- 
ing were unoccupied. Cron lived-on the 
second floor until a year ago. His 
brother, Frank Cron lived thete until 
three weeks ago, and a’ former bartender 
at one time had sleeping vuarters there. 

Cron said this morning that Gelt was 
in the saloon last nizht but departed 
about 9 o’clock. Cron said that when he 
locked up he was certain there was no- 
body in the building, and that Gelt must 
nave slipped into the second story to 
sleep. 

Cron Heard Explosion. 

Cron said that after closing the place 
at 1 o’clock he walked to Sixth and Mar- 
ket streets, where he had lunch in a 
restaurant. He said he missed the Cass 
avenue car en which he usually rode 
home, and walked to Fourth and Pine 
streets, where he boarded a Natural 
Bridge car. 

As he stepped onto the car, he said, 
he heard an explosion, out did not think 
of it being in his building. 

Cron formerly had a saloon at 1915 
Market street. The license of the 
wrecked saloon was in the name of his 
father-in-law, Morris Hollender of 1422 
Cass avenue. Cron said the insurance 
also was in Hollender’s name. 

The license at 1915 Market street for- 
merly was in Cron’s name, but it was 
taken from him in August, 1913, after 
the police had found stolen property in 
the saloon. Cormack Larkin, a fre- 
quenter of the saloon, was convicted of 
stealing the property. Cron was charged 
with receiving stolen goods, but was 
freed by Judge Miller, who said that 
Cron should have been charged with be- 
ing an accessory to the theft. 

Gelt, who was killed in the explosion, 
was arrested with Cron, who said the 
stolen property belonged to Gelt. There 
was no evidence against Gelt and no 
charge was placed against him. 

The building at 5312 Market street was 
badly damaged. The walls are stand- 
ing. but the two floors collapsed into the 
basement. 

Cron said there was nothing in his sa- 
loon which would explode except whisxy. 
Cron at Gelt’s Home Sunday. 

Gelt’s children, Max, 17, and Rosa, 
13, called at the morgue and told the 
police they believed their father was 
distantly related to Cron. Cron later 
denied a relationship. 

The chileren said Cron called at 
their home Sunday night and talked 
an hour with their father. They said 
their father seldom went away from 
home at night and was not.a drink- 
ing man. He come home at 6 o'clock 
last night and left two hours later.

NEW | YORK, Aug.. dl--Foreign ©x- 
change ‘rates reached their most serious 
stage today with an overnight break of

selling in this market-at $4.58%4, close to 
the mark where curtailment of big for- 
eign orders to the United States would 
follow in the opinion of bankers here. 

Nothing like the violent break in quo- 

tations had ever been recorded in for- 
cign exchange markets here before. The 
low. level. reached today was one and 
one-half cents below the mark set weeks 
azo by financiers zs the so-called irredu- 
cible minimum, which, when reached, 
vould cause British buyers to seek other 
markets in which to place their orders 
for such imports as could be obtained 
elsewhere than in America. 
The big break means thas f£nglish 
buyers, in addition to the top of the 
market prices already paid by them in 
this country for American products, are 
called upon to pay @ preypium of 28% 
cents on ‘every pound’s worth of pur- 
chases, or more than 5 per cent. This 
turden is new ‘to British bankers. as 
English money bas for generations been 
the world’s standard of international 
finance. 

There is no other world market of im- 
portance open, it was pointed out, but 
more rigid economy at home in all im- 
ported articles and purchases by Great 
Britain from such European neutrals as 
had wares to sell, it was thought, would 
undoubtedly follow if exchanges rates 
should go lower. 

Not an American contract has yet 
been canceled, it was said, but the 
heavy premium wh-:ch British buyers 
must pay gives every indication, in 
the opinion of local bankers, that 
cancellations will follow unless rates 
are rectified very soon and that 
there will be a decided slump in new 
orders. 

The new low record of 4.58% was 
the fifth low record established in 
five consecutive business days. 


Heavy Gold Shipments Fall to Check 
Decline in London Quotations, 
LONDON, Aug. 31.—Thé American ex- 
change problem is becoming more se- 
rious, notwithstanding recent shipments 
of gold to New York. Cable transfers 
were traded in to a considerable amount 
this morning at 4.64%. The quotation 
declined later to 4.60% to %, but trading 

was quieter at this level. 

Insurance houses and other financial 
institutions are taking advantage of 
the low rate to sell further blocks of 
American bonds, as the depreciation in 
these securities is more than balanced 
by the profit on exchange, even con- 
sidering the cost of insuring and ship- 
ping bonds. 

American financial houses and Brit- 
ish ‘traders who have funds to remit to 
America face a loss of more than 5 per 
cent at the present low level of ex- 
change.

Lon O. Hock- 
er is Mrs. Walsh’s attorney. 

Hocker told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
that the couple concluded more than a 
year ago that they were not suited to 
each other and agreed to separate. Mrs. 
Walsh waited the year necessary to « 9n- 
stitute desertion, a legal ground for di- 
vorce, before filing suit. Her attorney 
said she had no other charge to bring 
against Walsh.

James Hagan, 18, Says He Fired 
in Self Defense After He Was 
' Attacked. and Beaten. 


A~Post-Dispatch ‘reporter learned to- 
day that James Hogan, 18 years old, of 

2711 Sheridan avenue, had told his 
friends and attorney that it was he who 
shot and killed Charles L. Lynam. of 
1836 O’Fallon street, at Jefferson and 
Cass avenues Saturday night. He told 
a story of firing in self-defense and an- 


nounced’ he would repeat his story on 
the witness stand at the Coroner's in- 
quest tomorrow. 

This cleats up the mystery which has 
surrounded the shooting. Hogan is still 
in hiding. His story is that after he 
had been beaten by Lynam and several 
other men on a lot adjoining the Sports- 
men’s Club, at 2519 Madison street, . he 
was chased by them three blocks to 
Cass avenue. After two shots had been 
fired at him, he said, he took refuge 
behind a telephone pole and returned the 
fire. 

At least one of his pursuers, he said, 
shot at him whtle he was behind the 
pole. 
~ will Appear at Inquest. 


Hogan is not at his home. The po- 
lice have been searching for him sinc 
the shooting. Friends have kept hitu 
in hiding. A physician has been taken 
to his hiding place to treat him for the 
injuries received in the fight. 

Yesterday the police were told that 
Hogan: was in custody of hix attorney, 
A. M. Frumberg, and the latter told 
them that Hogan would voluntarily ap- 
pear. at the inquest. _ 

Friends say Hogan was beaten and 
kicked about the face and head and 
that there was a slight concussion of 
the brain. 

Hogan has not told how the fight 
started. Several soctal clubs joined in 
giving a dance at the Sportsmen’s Club 
Saturday night. An admission fee of $1 
a ‘couple was charged and six half bar- 
rels of beer were provided for the re- 
freshments. 

Among those at the dance were 
Charlies L. Lynam, his brother, John 
(Duke) and Mrs. Loretta Lynam, wife 
of Peter Lynam, another brother.

“Judgments recently have been de- 
livered by the German prize court at 
‘Hamburg in the cases of the steamships 
Maria and Batavier V. The Maria, a 
Dutch vessel, was carrying a cargo of 
wheat from Portland, Ore. to Belfast 
and Dublin. She was sunk by the 
Karieruhe, a German cruiser, in the At- 
lantic on Sept. 21. The Batavier, bound 
for London, was captured in the North 
Sea on March 18 and taken to Zeebrugge 
on suspicion of carrying contraband. 

“The sinking of the Maria was justi- 
fied by the German prize court on the 
ground that having regard for the place 
of capture, the commander of the Karls- 
ruhe was unable to take the vessel into 
German port or a port of an allied 
Power and so acted pursuant to article 
1138 of the’ German naval prize regula- 
tion. This was said not to require any 
further explanation, and payment of 
indemnity to the owner was refused. 

“The judgments show that in consid- 
ering the question of destination of con- 
ditional contraband the German prize 
court held that it is to be guided by a 
communication of the chief of the gen- 
eral staff of the navy, addressed to the 
court on Aug. 17, 1914, concerning ports 
to be regarded as fortified places or as 
bases of operations and supply for the 
British armed forces ih Great Britain 
issued by ‘Supreme Command.’ As the 
court in other cases held that such 
places as Ipswich, Poole, Barrow-in- 
Yurness, and Grangemouth are bases or 
fortified places, it may be inferred that 


‘these also are included in the list re- 


ferred to. 

“In order to rebut the presumption 
thus set up that conditional contraband 
destined for such places is intended for 


* military and not for civil use the court 


held that counter proof must satisfy the 
most rigorous condition, It only would 
he possible to furnish it in rare cases.

St. Louis Officers Comment 
Tersely on Shaving Regula- 
tions of British Army. 


“We must not shave our upper lip 
—because the pull of the razor on 
that particular lip affects the opti- 
cal nerves,” was a line in a letter 
from an American in the British 
army, which was printed in last 
Sunday’s Post-Dispatch.

RUSSIAN EMBARGO  MODIFIEN 


Agreement With Washington Wil! 
Release Vast Stock.

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IGERMANY’S REPLY IN ARABIC. 
CASE EXPECTED BY THURSDAY 


His Long Island 


That Is the Day on Which Ambassador Bern- 
storff Is to Return to Washington From 


Summer Home. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. %1.—Press dis- 
patches from Berlin saying that Ger- 
many had decided upon a policy in con- 
nection with the sinking of the Arabic 
in accord with the recent statement of 
the Imperial Chancellor were noted witn 
satisfaction in official circles here. 

‘The Chancellor has said that if it 
developed that a German submarine 
commander had gone beyond his in- 
structions Germany would not hesitate 
to give complete satisfaction to the 
United States. Formal assurance to 
this effect was given the State Depart- 
ment last week by Count von Bernstorff, 
the German Ambassador, on instruc- 
tions from Berlin. The Ambassador 
already had informed Secretary Lan- 
sing that German submarines had been 
ordered to torpedo no more peaceful 
merchantmen without warning. 

So far as officials here know, the sub- 
marine commander who attacked the 
Arabic has not yet reported to Berlin. 
Until this report has been awaited for 
& reasonable time, the Washington Gov- 
ernment does not expect the promised 
formal communication from the Imperial 
Government. The State Department re- 
ceived a dispatch from Ambassador 
Gerard, but Secretary Lansing said it 
threw no light on the situation. 

In German quarters'ii was said that 
Count von Bernstorff probably would 
return to Washington from Long Island 
Thursday. This was construed to mean 
that the Ambassador looked for action 
by his Government about that time. 


AMSTERDAM HEARS 
UsBOAT CAPTAIN IS 
TO BE PUNISHED 


LONDON, Aug. 31.—The German Gov- 
ernment considers the Arabic incident 
closed and has declared its willingness 
to punish the commander of the subma- 
rine which sank the steamer, according 
to a dispatch which the Exchange Tele- 
graph Co.’s Amsterdam correspondent 
says has been received there from Ber- 


lin. There is reported to be considera- 
ble feeling in German militarist circles 
because of Chancellor von Bethmann- 
Hollweg’s so-called “weakness” toward 
the United States. 

Germany’s submarine warfare is again 
the subject of editorial comment today 
as the result of the statement contained 
in Washington dispatches that German 
officials have made it plain that their 
Government, so soon as it has relieved 
the strain of its relations with the Unit- 
ed States by limiting its submarinco 
activity, will ask the American Gov- 
ernment to demand that Great Britain 
and her allles cease interfering .with 
legitimate neutral commerce and thus 
rermit the importation of foodstuffs for 
the German civilian population. 

The Times says it is not likely that 
President Wilson will consent to be used 
as a Teutonic catspaw, and adds: 

“We do not believe the Americans 
have ‘lost any of their national high- 
spiritedness, or of their old desire to 
make themselves and their flag respect- 
ed abroad. On the other hand, they 
certainly have surprised their friends in 
Europe and may even have surprised 
themselves by the quite unprecedented 
self-restraint and charity with which 
they have suffered at Germany's hands 
equally unprecedented insults and in- 
juries. 

“That there is a limit to their for- 
bearance We are well aware, but it seems 
tolerably clear that it has not yet been 
reached. The recent German assurances 
given in Washington seem to mark some 
approach to civilized warfare. To that 
extent they naturally inspire hope among 
@ sanguine people and doubtless the 
President has accurately interpreted the 
wishes of his people in giving Germany 
every opportunity to justify her action.” 

The Daily Mall, in an editorial, says 
it finds it difficult not to sympathize 
with Dr. von Bethmann-Hollweg, the 
German Imperial] Chancellor, in his ef- 
fort to extricate Germany from the dif- 
ficulties of the war office and the ad- 
miralty, but says that even if President 
Wilson should lend himself to a com- 
promise, which is unlikely, Great Bri- 
tain could not be a party to it.

Bryan in Chicago today issued a state- 
ment declaring that “the work which 
I have mapped out for my remaining 
vears does not include the occupying of 
any political position.” 

“If Roosevelt decides,’’ he said, in 
talking of the Republican situation, ‘to 
maintain an independent organization 
and is either a candidate himself or sup- 
ports some other Progressive the Re- 
publican party will remain divided and 
there will be little chance for the suc- 
cess of either branch of the Republican 
party so long as the party is divided.

SUIT OVER COMMISSIONS 


Frank E. Webb, Who Said He

A member of the firm of A. R. Byrd 
& Sons, investment brokers, with offices 
in the National Bank of Commerce 
Building, told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
today that the firm was having consid- 
erable difficulty in carrying out con- 
tracts for munitions for the allies be- 
cause of failure to secure the “O K” of 


J. Pierpont Morgan & Co., reputed fiscal 
agent in the United States for the allies 
during the war. The story of the dif- 
ficulties in handling contracts came out 
through a suit filed in New York by 
rank E. Webb, asking for an account- 
ing of the profits made by J. Hunter 
Brrd of the St. Louis firm and others 
associated with him upon war orders 
amounting to more than $12,000,000. Webb 
asserts that commissions are due him. 

Byrd is now in New York pressing 
counter charges against Webb, alleging 
that he has received all the commission 
due him and that he falsely represented 
himself to be a retired officer of the 
United States army and a textile ex- 
pert in the employ of the French Gov- 
ernment. 

Formed New York Corporation. 

Byrd, in his efforts to obtain war con- 
tracts, organized the Imperial Contract- 
ing Co., with others, under the laws of 
New York. T. S. Rice, a member of the 
Byrd firm, told the reporter that he was 
not sure whether George R. Maxwell, 
son of Joseph A. Maxwell of the Max- 
well Mule Co., Fast St. Louis, who is 
one of the defendants named in Webb's 
suit, was a member of the Imperial 
company. 

The $12,000,000 mentioned fn the suit, 

tice said, was due to the fact that the 
imperial company secured a $12,000,000 
erder for rifles which fell through, be- 
cause of the opposition of the Morgan 
firm. — 

In regard to other contracts, Rice said 
the Imperial Company had been able to 
fill some for shells, cartridges and picric 
acid, through American manufacturers 
but that it wag@ exceedingly difficult to 
arrange for settlement of the contracts 
without the consent of the Morgan firm.

Busch, widow of Adolphus Busch, as 
security for a loan and that they are 
in a safe at the Anheuser-Busch Brew- 
ery in St. Louis, has caused officials 
in New York and New Jersey to begin 
a systematic investigation as tao what 
has become of the famous opera sing- 
er’s gems. 

It was believed that Mme. Nordica at 
the time of her death in Java in 1912 
had jewels valued at more than $1,000,- 
000. The Post-Dispatch’s exclusive pub- 
lication of the fact that paste had been 
substituted for diamonds in at least 
one supposedly valuable piece of this 
jewelry now leads to the belief that 
other substitutions of the kind were 
made and that Mme. Nordica’s fortune 
in gems had been dissipated before her 
death.

No Record of Jewels. 

A news dispatch from New York to- 
day said that a thorough Investigation 
cf all the Nordica papers on file in the 
Surrogate’s Court there failed to show 
any record of Mme. Nordica’s jewels. 

In view of the discovery that the tiara 
pedged with Mrs. Busch was not gen- 
uine, those who have been trying to 
ebtain a list of the Nordica jewels now 
believe that the genuine stones were 
removed from the famous $75,000 tiara 
presented to Mme. Nordica by New York 
citizens and from other pieces of jew- 
elry given to her by European royalty, 
and it is to hide this fact that the lst 
has been withheld from the record. 

Investigation snowed that an inventory 
of Nordica’s gowns and furs was filed, 
hut no list of jewels was ever submit- 
ted to the court. 

Hint of Other Loan Deals, 

Search for a list of the jewels in the 
records at Freehold, N. J. where the will 
was probated also has been fruitless. 

Those making the search believe the 
genuine jewels may have been pledged 
for loans in many parts of the world 
and that other creditors besides Mrs. 
Busch are now in possession of paste 
gems as security for money loaned to 
the opera singer.

Former Arkansas Bank Director 
Held Here Suspected of Deed 
Swindles in 5 States. 


CHARGES IN MISSOURI 


Legal Contest for John W. 
Barnhardt, 64 Years Old, 
Seems to Be in Prospect. 


A legal contest for the possession 
hardt, 64 years old, former bank di- 
rector in Forrest City, Ark., and 
since Sunday night a prisoner at Po- 
lice Headquarters, is in prospect. 
Wisconsin, Illinois, Ohio and Neb- 
raska want the prisoner, and as sev- 
eral charges are made against him 
by Missourians, it may be decided to 
keep him in this State for trial. 

It was the intention at first to 
give Barnhardt up to the Sheriff 
from Waukesha, Wis., where he 
broke jail two weeks ago. 

Arthur J. Brockschmidt of Quincy, 
Ill., a lawyer, told the police today 
of swindles which he said were 
charged to Barnhardt in Illinois and 
Missouri. He also told a story of 
the killing of a bank clerk in Schen- 
ectady, N. Y., in 1906, for which he 
said a man known as “Kline,” was 
sought. A dispatch from Schenec- 
tady in reply to an inquiry to the 
Post-Dispatch says no such occur- 
rence is recalled there. 

Brockschmidt said he once went to 
an Illinois town with a client whom a 
man known as “Kline” had swindled, 
to identify a man_ supposed to be 
“Kline,” who was under arrest there. 
He found the suspect in the Sheriff's 
custody in a hotel, and the hotel was 
surrounded, he said, by men with ropes 
and shotguns, who were waiting only 
for an identification of the prisoner to 
take summary action. He found that 
the suspect was not ‘‘Kline,”’ and on his 
assurance, the men went away. 

#4000 Swindling Charge. 

The Quincy lawyer also said that, be- 
sides a $3500 swindle in Quincy, ‘‘Kline’”’ 
was accused of defrauding the firm of 
Hicks & Northcraft, in Macon, Mo., of 
2000. A man named Modiset, from Pal- 
myra, Mo., has made a $4000 swindling 
charge, and accusers in Galesburg, Mur- 
physboro and Centralia, Il., have been 
heard from. Kenosha, Wis., as well as 
Waukesha, wants ‘“‘Kline,’”’ a dispatch 
from that place stating that 14 swin- 
dles are charged against him. 

Gus Skibble, Sheriff of Wood County, 
Q., wired from Bowling Green, the coun- 
ty seat, “If Wisconsin doesn’t want 
Kline, we want him.’’ The Sheriff went 
on to say that a man supposed to be the 
St. Louis prisoner had defrauded the lo- 
cal Odd Fellows’ lodge of $2000, and had 
perpetrated land swindles. 

Numerous “harges Made. 

A dispatch to ti Post-Dispaten from 
Nevada, Mo., says it is suspected there 
that “Kline’’ is the man who, under the 
name of Samuel Hatcher, is accused of 
having obtained $3000 four years ago, 
from a loan agent there, on a forged 
warranty deed. After getting the money 
Hatcher is said to have driven 30 miles 
in a buggy to Fort Scott, Kan., where 
he disappeared. 

As told in yesterday’s Post-Dispatch 
charges are also pending against 
“Kline” in Omaha, Danville, Ill., and 
Kalamazoo, Mich. 

While it is thought likely that there is 
a mistake in identity in some of the 
cases, the police believe enough charges 
will probably remain to keep Barnhardt 
in demand for some time to come. He 
is willing to go back to Waukesha, 
where only one charge is pending 
against him. He was known in Wauke- 
sha as George Adler.

ONE CASE AGAINST 
B. (. STEVENS JR. 
NOT DISMISSED 


Real Estate Man Acquitted Yes- 
terday Has Another Embezzle- 
ment Charge Against Him. 


Beverly C. Stevens Jr., a Clayton real 
estate dealer, was acquitted of a charge 
of embezzlement in the Circuit Court at 
Clayton yesterday when Judge Wurde- 
man sustained a demurrer to the State’s 
case and instructed the jury to return 
a verdict of not guilty. 

Another indictment covering the same 
general transaction was immediately 
dismissed by the State. This leaves only 
one of the cases untried in which Col. 
Stevens was jointly indicted with his 
uncle, B. C. Stevens Sr. The indictment 
charges embezzlement and grand lar- 
ceny in connection with a note for $2200 
and a deed of trust made by Mr. and 
Mrs. Thomas H. Patton. Prosecuting 
Attorney Ralph said today that th‘s case 
would be put on the September docket 
for trial and he would decide what dis- 
position to make of it when it comes up. 
Col. Stevens obtained a separate trial 
and his uncle took a change of venue. 

Prosecutor Ralph previously has been 
quoted as saying he would dismiss all 
cases remaining against Col. Stevens. 
He declares this was an error. 

The case on which Stevens was acquit- 
ted was brought by Mrs. Lucy B. Sher- 
man, 63 years old, of Pattonville, St. 
Louis County, who alleged she gave 
Stevens $150 to apply on a mortgage be- 
ing handled by B. C. Stevens Sr., an 
uncle of the defendants, who has been 
convicted on embezzlement charges. 
Mrs. Sherman said the money was not 
credited to her account. 

The case which was dismissed by Aft- 
torney Ralph was brought by Miss 
Mary Oldhause, © years old, and was 
similar to the first one. Stevens’ attor- 
ney contended that his client was act- 
ing merely as a clerk for his uncle in 
accepting the money and there was no 
evidence that young Stevens embezzled 
the money if it was not credited to 
Mrs. Sherman’s account. 

He showed that the younger Stevens 
entered the payments on the cash book 
of the real estate firm and deposited 
the money in the bank, which was fur- 
ther proof that the money had not been 
misappropriated by the defendant.

the mere supposition that a German in- 
vasion was possible the Belgian Gov- 
ernment prepared its present plans for 
co-operation with British forces. Such a 
country, it is declared, is not a neutral 
country. 

“Otuer documemnts found, the reply 
continues, show that the British General 
Staff received, reviewed and discussed 
important reports of attaches stationed 
at Brussels. 

“The Chancellor, it is added, did not 
endeavor to bring to light facts that 
would justify a violation of Belgian 
neutrality in August, 1914, and stated 
the reason in his Reichstag speech, de- 
claring that German troops invaded Bel- 
gium after the latter had already broken 
her own neutrality. 

75-Year-Old Treaty. 

“Besides,” it is added, “the excite- 
ment over the morals of a violation of 
a %%-year-old treaty made for entirely 
different purposes was rendered for a 
court which unconcernedly disregarded 
a promise solemnly given 2% years ago 
to all Europe, and which continuously 
supported French violations of the ob- 
ligations accepted in 1911 regarding Mo- 
rocco.”’ 

The Overseas News Agency here takes 
up the assertion by Dr. von Bethmann- 
Hollweg in his recent Reichstag speech 
that Sir Edward Grey had said to the 
German Ambassador as he was taking 
leave of him after the outbreak of the 
war, that it might be possible that En- 
gland could be of more assistance to 
Germany at the war’s close by entering 
the conflict than if she had remained 
neutral. 

It notes the Gazette assertion that 
Sir Edward Grey had denied having 
made such remarks as the German 
Chancellor in his Reichstag address had 
interpreted as meaning that Sir Edward 
would be able to aid Germany against 
Russia. 

The text of the memorandum in which 
Prince Lichnowsky, the German Am- 
bassador at London, recorded the part 
in question of his interview with the 
‘British Secretary for Foreign Affairs 1s 
reproduced from the newspaper by the 
Overseas Agency as follows: 


Sent for Ambassador, 

“Sir Edward Grey sent word that he 
would like to speak to me at his home 
before my departure and bid me fare- 
well; also that he had a confidential 
communication to make that possibly 
would be valuable in the future. I an- 
swered that in view of the turn affairs 
had taken it would be painful for me to 
meet him again, but would yield to his 
request as I did not wish to miss an 
opportunity that might possibly be im- 
portant to the future of both nations. 

“Sir Edward Grey was visibly 
moved as he greeted me. He said the 
decision he has been obliged to take 
was the gravest of his entire life, 
and that the deciding consideration 
was that participation in the war 
would injure England Httle more 
than a@ passive course; moreover, 
that England as a pariticpating 
Power would be in a better position 
to throw her influence into the bal- 
ance than by remainig neutral, be- 
cause she would be able at any time 
to threaten to withdraw from the 
conflict. 

“The violation of recognized inter- 
national treaties guaranteed by En- 
Sland, he said, made it impossible 
for her to stand aside. Also he re- 
garded it as inexpedient to consider 
the suggestion of the Imperial] Chan- 
cellor establishing conditions for 
Great Britain’s neutrality. From 
the British standpoint such a trans- 
action impressed him as improper, 
and he could not enter into negoti- 
ations with a Power that could make 
such propositions. 


Laid Stress on Belgian Question. 
“As in former interviews, he laid 
chief stress upon the Belgian ques- 
tion without adding, as he did in his 
speech in the House of Commons, 
that England could not look on while 
Germany endeavored to reduce ‘not 
only France, but also Belgium and 
Holland, to a state of dependency.” 
The Foreign Secretary’s confiden- 
tial communication to Prince Lich- 
nowsky is thus summarized:

From 
the days of Fenton and Conkling and 
Arthur and Cornell and Platt, from the 
days of David B. Hill, down to the pres- 
ent, the Government of the State has 
rresented two different lines of activity, 
one of the constitutional and statutory 
officers of the State and the other of the 
party leaders—they call them party 
bosses. 

‘They are called the system—the ‘in- 
visible Government’ [Tor 1 don't remem- 
ber how many years, Mr. Conkling was 
the supreme ruler in this State: the 
Governor did not count, legislators did 
not count. And, in a great outburst of 
public rage, he was pulled down. 

“Then Mr. Platt ruled the State for 
nigh upon 20 vears, and the capital was 
not here; it was at 49 Broadway, with 
Mr. Platt and his lieutenants. 

Deep and Sullen Resentment. 

‘“‘And there is today throughout this 
State a deep and sullen resentment at 
being governed thus by men not of the 
people’s choosing. 

“The party leader is selected by no 
one, accountable to no one, bound by ny 
oath of office, removable by no one. 

“I don't criticise the men of the in- 
visible government. How can I? I have 
known them all and among them have 
been some of my dearest friends. But it 
is all wrong that a government not au- 
thorized by the people should be contin- 
ued superior to the Government that is 
authorized by the people. 

“Both parties are alike. All parties 
are alike. The system extends fhrougia 
all.

Armstrong had driven to the Pennsy!- 
vania Railroad station to’ meet Mrs. 
Armstrong and his son, who arrived 
from a visit to Mrs. Armstrong’s moth- 
er in Baltimore. With him was Dr. 
Francis McNamara of Chicago, an old 
friend. Returning from the station, Dr. 
McNamara alighted at the Hotel Astor. 

“T can scarcely breathe,’’ was Arm- 
strong’s first complaint, and to catch 
the air he leaned’ over the side of his 
car as it sped to his home. He had suf- 
fered from 4a heart affection, but after 
treatment in Johns Hopkins Hospital. 
Baltimore, a few months ago, he was so 
much improved that his wife and friends 
believed all danger had passed. 

Wife a St. Louis Woman. 

On arriving at the Armstrong apart- 
ment, Sinnot telephoned for Dr. Mce- 
Namara, and Mrs. Armstrong called a 
physician. The doctors used powerfui 
heart stimulants, but the playwright ex. 
pired about 8 ‘o’clock. 

Mrs. Armstrong was Miss Katherine 
Calvert of St. Louis. They were mar- 
ried in London in December, 1912. She 
had a part in “The Deep Purple,‘* which 
her husband wrote in collaboration with 
Wilson Mizner.

BARKER’S BACKDOWN. 

On May 12 last, Attorney-General Barker ren- 
dered his official opinion defining the word “ordi- 
nary” as applied io State revenue and holding it 
perfectly legal to levy a Belgian fine of $514,503 
on the school funds of Missouri to meet an in- 
excusable treasury deficit. 

On-Aug. 30 he rendered a second opinion nulli- 
fying the first and declaring that fees collected 
for the inspection of oils, malt liquors and grain 
must be included in the “ordinary” revenue.of 
which the schools are entitled to one-third. 

As a sample of legal reasoning the second opin- 
ion is as great a curiosity as the first. His May 
judgment on the matter was, he says, “probably 
technically correct.” But to explain why he now 
reverses it, though “probably” technically correct, 
and to show that inconsistency is not one of the 
hobgoblins of his mind, he digs) up an admirable 
sentiment from an old Supreme Court decision 
to the effect that when a “ruling is sharply 
wrong it accords with correct practice to correct 
it at the first opportunity.” If it was “probably” 
technically correct, why is it now “sharply 
wrong?” 

The Attorney-General knows that his first opin- 
ion was not technically correct or even “prob- 
ably” technically correct. 

He knows that he exposed the utter sophistry 
of the first opinion, which gabbled about defini- 
tions, when he said the second is supported by 
the “custom for many years.’”” Custom. governs 
definitions and the merely “ordinary” does not 
become “extraordinary” through the habitude of 
long periods of time. 

The fact is that between May 12 and Aug. 30 
something happened. The raid on the children’s 
money was more than “sharply wrong.” It was 
flagrantly, impudently, outrageously wrong. Care- 
fully concealed for more than two months, the 
plot became known to the public on Aug. 5 and 
caused a Galveston tempest in popular resent- 


‘}ment that overwhelmed the plotters. 


The humiliating backdown will not save the 
face of the presumptuous gang that planned the 
robbery and in all other respects is of small prac-

“In spite of the announcements through the 
press, and posters in cities, towns and villages 
that no alcoholic liquors may be forwarded to 
the French army, many packages arrive for the 
soldiers at the front containing alcoholic bever- 
ages. It therefore is ordered herewith that all 
parcels addressed to any officer or soldier of the 
French army, if they give cause for suspicion 
that they are in contravention of the general 
order against sending alcoholics to members of 
the army, shall be opened by the military author- 
ities upon arrival, and if found to contain the 
proscribed article, the beverage in question shall 
then and there be poured out upon the ground.” 

Carrie Nation couldn’t ask for more efficient 
action than this. 


GOVERNMENT BY MOB. 

Prompted, no doubt, by the ease with which the 
Frank lynchers have so far escaped the law, a 
Texas mob has lynched, by burning, a negro 
whose offense was that he resisted a posse. There 
was no question of woman’s honor involved. And, 
to make the lynching more ghastly, this’ mob 
burned the body of the victim’s brother at the 
same stake with him. 

It is nothing new for. Southern mobs to lynch 
negroes for crimes, or when suspected of crimes, 
that have no relation whatever to women. In 
this case, the utmost penalty of lawless cruelty 
was inflicted upon a man whose wrongdoing con- 
sisted of resisting officers of the law—something 
that is done by white men in every State every 
day in the year. 

For public safety, of course, no man may be 
excused for resisting a legal process. The law 
must be upheld. But how can it be upheld if the 
people themselves take to lawless violence? These 
lynchers were doing, in a far more brutal way, 
precisely what they punished their victim for 
doing. : 

. Georgia need not be surprised if a series of 
such reversions to barbarism follow in the wake 
of her whitewashing of the Frank lynchers. 
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THE 22 WHO DIED IN THE F-4. 
Did the moments seem long while the crew of 
the F-4, tortured by the agonizing death of slow 
suffocation, awaited rescue in the darkness of 
their submarine 270 feet below the water? 

But while life or death was a matter of: hours 
and minutes, the brave 22 struggling in: the 
depths, the heroic rescuers offering themselves as 
sacrifices and the despairing relatives had» to 
wait until all-wise Government crossed 2100 miles 
of the Pacific to San Francisco.

Why should American seamen be asked to risk 
their lives in fragile submarines unless every safe- 
guard that ingenuity can suggest is provided for 
their protection against danger? 
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WHY AMERICAN SHIPS INCREASE. 

Since the beginning of the war American mer- 
chant shipping has moved from tenth to fourth 
place. It is now slightly below France and 
Norway and has passed the fleets of Holland, 
Sweden, Russia, Italy and Japan. 

The increase of shipping within a year is three 
times greater than that of any other year and 
the total is larger than at any period since 1868. 

In round figures we have now 2768 vessels 
aggregating 1,813,775 tons, an increase of 363 
ships and 737,623 tons for the year. 

The significance of the increase lies in the fact 
that it has taken place under the new registry 
law which relieved our shipping of some of the 
protection accorded ship builders and other mo- 
nopoly bonds which hampered American ocean 
traffic. 

The registry law was an emergency measure 
passed under the pressure of necessity. Giving 
full credit to the new opportunities offered by 
the war in the reduction of ships on the ocean 
and the advance of freight rates there is yet a 
large margin of credit due the new policy of re- 
lieving shipping of monopoly hamstrings. We 
have proved that without protection the number 
of American ships have greatly increased. 

The result points the way to better measures 
to ennble us to hold our advantage when the war 
closes. 

What will be the ultimate effect on Pacific 
Ocean shipping of the La Follette seamans’ law 
must yet be demonstrated. It has raised the 
standard of wages and living for seamen on 
American ships, which is a valuable humane 
reform. Whether it will cripple us in competi- 
tion with Japan, as representatives of shipping 
interests assert, is yet to be tested. Perhaps 
these fears may be groundless. We have been 
able to compéte with the low-wage labor of Eu- 
rope through the greater efficiency of well-paid 
labor. 

The adoption of the shipping bill which failed 
at the recent session of Congress would add fresh 
stimulus to shipping growth. It would assure a 
much larger marine to take care of. our needs 
in ocean transportation during war emergency. 
It would give us a better grip on sea-carrying 
trade. 

Something is gained, however, when we demon- 
strate the folly of protective monopoly. 
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Were Roosevelt in charge of our affairs there 
would not only be a world war, but there would 


|} be something doing on the nearest planets. 
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FIRE GIRLS.

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BUNYAN AS A HYPOCHONDRIAC. 

Medical science has made wonderful discov- 
eries of the secrets of life and disease. Appar- 
ently that field has now become exhausted and 
our doctors now have time to enter upon the 
post-mortem examination of the famous dead. One 
of these has just discovered that Hamlet was the 
Prince of hypochondriacs, with John Bunyen a 
close second. 

In his pathological examination of the Pil- 
grim a medical journal finds evidence that one 
of the world’s masterpieces could only have been 
produced by a person suffering from hypochon- 
dria. 

Bunyan’s case is only a Deginning. Now that 
our doctors have leisure for literary post-mor- 
tems, we may hope to learn to what disease we 
are indebted for the “Iliad,” the Greek tragedies, 
Dante’s picture of hell and purgatory and Mfil- 
ton’s “Paradise Lost.” 

Fortunately the physicians of the past did not 
understand the disease to which these great men 
were afflicted, or they might have administered 
potions which would have effected a cure of their 
disordered fancies. If there should happen to be 
a great hypochondriac now writing a masterpiece 
his friends should see to it that no wise medical 
expert is permitted to prescribe for him. 
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‘‘AMERIOA DISARMING AUSTRIANS.’’ 
Under this caption the Vienna Neue Freie 
Presse, in its edition of July 30, regales its read- 


ers with amazing news. It says: 

Gov. Whitman of the State of New York has 
just. issued an order, immediately effective, to 
disarm all Austrians. The order relates more 
particularly to Austrian societies beuring 
firearms in parade. Hitherto it had been the 
custom to allow each member to take home 
with him his sword and gun, and to keep it 
there until the next occasion. But now, im- 
mediately after the parade shall be over, the 
authorities will disarm the Austrian members, 
and none will be permitted to take his weapon 
into his house. This order is part of a general 
law, now effective, that only soldiers will, 
henceforth, be allowed to carry arms. 

In the same edition the paper informs its read- 
ers that France has given Italy, in consideration 
of her intervention, one of her most valuable 
heirloome—the Island of Corsica—the home of 
the great Napoleon; and that France is suspicious 
of England and fears that her ally intends to 
keep all of Northern France definitely; in fact, 


that Calais is already an English city.

One-Piece Garment Has Advan- 
tages of Simplicity and 
Cheapness and Is Susceptible 
to Telling Decoration if So 
Desired. 


Changing fashions have been the de- 
spatr of the ages to everyone who is 
not a commercialist. Conflicting con- 
ditions existing in fashions rise up and 
confront us with a problem almost ev- 
ery week; but one thing we know, we 
must do is to grapple with the prob- 
lem twice a year if not oftener and 
try to get the best of it. 

The one-piece frock that carries out 
the effect of an unbroken line from 
neck to heel seems a likely favorite 
through the autumn. It is a most con- 
venient type of gown, for it does not 
confine the figure at any one spot. With 
straight front and back and slightly 
curved sides, such a frock covers the 
surplus of flesh that may give too much 
of a curve to the figure, for agreement 
with the modern standard. 

The ubiquitous dark blue is prettiest 
for these frocks, as an acceptable touch 
of color can be introduced in various 
characterful way. Embroidery at neck

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F you would have rich beds of 
tulips, or give the beds or the 
corners of your lawns a beau- 

tiful sprirng-like yellow or white 
glow of narcissus, daffodil and jon- 
quil, you must begin to think of 
your garden in the fall, for the bulbs 
of these two flowers must be plant- 
ed in the fall before the ground is 
frozen. In fact, this work should be 
undertaken ag soon ag or before an 
early frost has begun to make the 
annual flowers in the beds look 
weakened. 

In dealing with narcissus, which is 
the family to which the daffodil and 
jonquil belong, it might be well to 
think of trying to naturalize the 
narcissus to grow and blossom on 
the lawn much as do the wild flow- 
ers. How to plant and handle the 
bulbs as well as the best method of 
getting them to become spring resi- 
dents of srassy corners, are de- 
scribed in the following directions 
issued by the bulb specialists of the 
United States Department of Agri- 
culture: 

These tulbs should be planted in 
light, rich soil that has been dug to a 
depth of at least 10 inches. The tulip 
bulbs should be set five inches apart 
and 4 inches deep and the narcissus 
bulbs about 10 inches apart and five 
inches deep. 

If they are to be grown in pots or 
window boxes, light, rich soil should 
be used. Place one to two inches of 
cinders or broken pots in the bottoms 
of the pots or boxes to insure good 
drainage. 
pots or boxes out of doors and cover 
them with about four inches of ash- 
es or sand: or they may be placed in 
a dark, cool room or cellar for a few 
weeks until the bulbs have formed 
roots. They may then be brought 
into the light and heat for flowering. 
Keep the soil well moistened from 
time of planting, but avoid over- 
moistening, for if kept too wet the 
bulbs will decay. 


If planted in beds, the surface of 
the soi! should be loosened after each 
rain and the bed kept free from 
weeds. In the late fall or early win- 
ter months it is well to cover the 
beds with a light mulch of straw or 
leaves to prevent injury to the young 
roots from the alternate freezing and 
thawing of the soil. This much should 
be gradually removed in spring, as 
soon as growth appears above 
ground. The bulbs aré quite hardy 
and are not injured by severe cold 
if the soil is well drained. 

Tulip and narcissus plants are per- 
ennial, and if given proper care and 
grown under suitable soil and eceli- 
matic conditions will increase and 
multiply from year to year. The 
bulbs may remain in the ground twv 
or three years, or until the clumps 
begin to crowd. After blossoming in 
the spring, from six to eight weeks 
should elapse to allow the foliage to 
die partially down, when the bulbs 
may be lifted with a spade or fork. 
Shake the soil from the roots and 
store the bulbs in a cool, shady place 
where they will ripen and cure. When 
the old leaves and roots are thor- 
oughly dry they may be easily

The narcissus often becomes natu- 
ralized when planted in the sod or 
partial shade, where it will con- 
tinue to grow, blossom and multiply 
for many years without further at- 
tention. Simply make a small hole in 
the soil five or six inches deep, in- 
sert the bulb pointed end up, press 
the soil over the top, and nature will 
do the rest. For naturalizing, avoid 
planting ir rows or rigid geometrical 
figures. A good plan is to scatter the 
bulbs like seed and plant where they 
fall. This method of planting is ex- 
tensively followed in the home 
grounds and parks of England and 
other courtries in Europe. In por-
